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Motorcyclist, 49, killed 
in horrific M20 smash

A MOTORCYCLIST from the 
Folkestone area was killed in a 
horror crash on the M20 on Friday 
morning. 

Officers were called to the scene 
of the smash, which involved the 
bike and a lorry, near junction 2 for 
Paddock Wood and Wrotham on 
the coastbound carriageway at 
around 6am. 

Kent Police confirmed later that 
afternoon that the motorcyclist, a 
49-year-old man, had died at the 
scene. 

Police, Kent Fire and Rescue 
Service and the South East Coast 
Ambulance Service all attended 
the incident and the carriageway of 
the M20 motorway was closed 
between junction 1 for the M2 5 at 
Swanley and junction 3 for the 
M26 for almost eight hours. 

The closure sparked traffic chaos 
across the county, with long 
queues and severe delays seen 
throughout the morning rush on 
both sides of the Dartford Crossing 
on the M25. 

There was also another crash 
between Sittingbourne and Gilling¬ 


ham on the London-bound 
carriageway of the M2, which was 
carrying much of the traffic that 
was being diverted away from the 
M20. 

Another incident forcing lane 
closures on the A2 near Gravesend 
further exacerbated the problems 
on the roads. 

Officers are now appealing to 
any witnesses they have not yet 
spoken to regarding the M20 
smash, to contact them. 


Sergeant Hannah Brown said: 
“We would also like to speak to 
anyone who may have seen a black 
motorcycle or a lorry carrying a 
blue trailer in the moments leading 
up to it. 

“If you have any information 
which may assist our enquiries 
please don’t hesitate to get in 
touch.” 

Anyone who saw the crash is 
urged to call the force’s Serious 
collision investigation unit appeal

Officers also confirmed that a 
second incident involving two 
further vehicles happened at the 
same location shortly after the 
collision involving the motorcyclist 
and the lorry. 

This involved two vehicles and 
led to three people being taken to 
hospital. 

None of the injuries were life 
threatening. 


Teens charged as police 
probe 'cuckooing' of home 


County council reveals 
£1.7m racked up in 
councillor expenses 


SOME £1.7m of taxpayers’ money 
was spent on allowances and 
expenses for county councillors last 
year, it has emerged. 

The total spend on members’ basic 
wage, plus various costs including 
public transport and a casual user 
allowance, came to £1,744,978 for 
the year between April 2016 and 
March 2017. 

A report issued to Kent County 
Council’s selection and member 
services committee reveals the spend 
is down by more than £22,000 on 
the 2015/16 figures. 

However, despite the number of 
councillors being reduced from 84 to 
81 following a boundary review 
ahead of May’s election, that total is 
expected to rise substantially next 
year after councillors controversially 
voted to increase their basic 
allowance by some 15 per cent 
earlier this summer. 

Opposition members branded the 
hike “disgraceful” and “preposter¬ 
ous” at the time, with Conservative 


councillor Jeremy Kite also express¬ 
ing concerns, leading to him 
abstaining during the vote. 

Defending the hike, council leader 
Paul Carter said members’ pay 
“hadn’t reflected the cost of living 
increases and pay increases that 
everybody else has had, except us”. 

According to last year’s accounts, 
Cllr Carter took home the basic 
allowance of £12,805, plus a 
£42,109 special responsibility 
allowance - more than any other 
member on the council - while also 
racking up some £2,366 in expenses. 

Fellow Tory Roger Gough, who is 
cabinet member for education, 
produced the largest individual 
expenses bill of £4,888 on top of his 
total allowances of £40,176. 

The report also reveals nine 
councillors declared spending on 
taxis, with former deputy leader Alex 
King, who no longer has a seat at 
County Hall, racking up a total spend 
of £3,370.40 - almost double the 
spend of the other eight combined.

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120 grenades blown up after garden discovery 


A CONTROLLED explosion was carried out on a haul of 
Second World War grenades found in the back garden 
of a house in Sevenoaks on Thursday afternoon. 

Some 120 phosphorous grenades were discovered 
in the garden of the property in Woodside Road. 

Bomb disposal experts and emergency teams 
arrived at the location and neighbours were told to keep 


all windows and doors closed as a precaution while 
plans were put in place for a controlled explosion. 

The Ministry of Defence’s Explosive Ordanance 
Disposal team then dug a trench in a field opposite the 
property and the grenades detonated. 

It, in turn, resulted in what fire crews described as a 
“large but managed” fire. 


HGVs parked illegally to 
be clamped in fresh bid 
to prevent road blocking

LORRIES parking illegally on key 
roads and sites around Ashford will 
be clamped as part of the first scheme 
of its kind in the UK. 

Kent County Council and Ashford 
Borough Council have joined forces 
as part of the scheme which will op¬ 
erate on the A20 between Charing 
and Ashford, Wotton Road, Elling- 
ham Industrial Estate and the Orbit¬ 
al Park and Ashford Business Park 
in Sevington. 

The project has been developed by 
working with the Department for 
Transport, which has agreed to 
change the current clamping policy 
for HGVs so that a clamp can be fitted 
for first time offences. 

Although a ban on lorry parking 
has been in place at Orbital Park and 
the Ashford Business Park since 2004, 
enforcement was hindered by limited 
access to the registered keeper details 
of some foreign-registered HGVs. 

This effectively meant that Euro-

pean collection agencies had to be 
employed to track down drivers and 
collect the fines. 

Ahead of the launch on October 
30, highways chiefs will advertise 
the scheme in multiple languages, 


while Kent Police will support the 
initiative in its first week. 

Eurotunnel, Dover Docks and all 
nearby truck stops have been briefed 
about the order and its implications. 

It emerged earlier this year that 
there were more than 5,000 cases of 
illegal and anti-social lorry parking 
in Kent in just 18 months. 

KCC’s cabinet member for transport, 
Matthew Balfour, said: “Under this 
new scheme we can clamp lorries that 
are flouting the ban, fine them and 
charge them to remove the clamp.” 

Ashford Borough Council’s portfo¬ 
lio holder for health, parking and 
community safety, Brad Bradford, 
added: “Although there are many 
designated truck stops across the 
county, many areas in Kent - par¬ 
ticularly Ashford - have experienced 
issues with overnight lorry parking 
on side roads and industrial estates. 

“We hope this will benefit and im¬ 
prove the lives of our residents and 
businesses who are affected by lor¬ 
ries parking around our businesses 
parks and on this section of the 
A20.”

Uni alumnus 
wins literature 
Nobel Prize 


FORMER University of Kent student 
Kazuo Ishiguro has been awarded the 
2017 Nobel Prize for Literature. 

The writer of the Remains of the Day 
- which was made into a movie featur¬ 
ing Anthony Hopkins and Emma 
Thompson - was presented with the 
honour with the judges saying he “ in 
novels of great emotional force, has 
uncovered the abyss beneath our 
illusory sense of connection with the 
world”. 

Born in Nagasaki in November 1954, 
he attended the university in Canter¬ 
bury where he graduated in 1978 with a 
bachelor of arts (honours) in English 
and philosophy. 

He then went on to spend a year 
writing before returning to study at the 
University of East Anglia. He became a 
British citizen in 1982. 

The celebrated writer has previously 
received four Man Booker Prize 
nominations, winning in 1989 for the 
Remains of the Day. 

Head of the school of English at the 
University of Kent, Professor Wendy 
Parkins, said: “We are delighted to hear 
the news and the university offers its 
warmest congratulations on his 
success. He is one of those rare writers 
whose work engages both our thoughts 
and emotions in a beguiling way.” 


MP backs bid to limit 
councillors' pay rises 

A PLAN to limit pay rises for Canterbury council¬ 
lors, “to prevent the greed of county council 
leaders seeping down to city level”, has been 
backed by local Labour MP Rosie Duffield. 

Labour members on the city council have 
proposed a motion ahead of a meeting later this 
month, calling on chiefs to ensure any future 
increases are at the same level of the public 
sector pay award, or the rate of inflation - which¬ 
ever is lower. 

It comes after KCC members controversially 
voted to hike their own allowances by some 15 
per cent earlier this summer, in a move branded 
“disgraceful” and “preposterous” by opponents. 

However, Conservative leader of the Canter¬ 
bury City Council, Simon Cook, told us the motion 
was “pointless”. He said: “In my history on the 
council, it moves in line with the staff, and in fact 
when we set the number of councillors, we had a 
recommendation on allowances, it seemed 
excessive, so it’s actually lower.” 


MEP backs call for 
cameras on ferries 

AN MEP has called for the installation of CCTV 
cameras on all passenger ferries, following the 
disappearance on a cross-Channel vessel of a man 
fromWhitstable. 

Richard Fernside was 30 when he failed to arrive in 
Dover after taking a ferry from Calais in May 2013. 

It is feared he fell overboard. 

They have long since campaigned for CCTV on 
passenger decks - something which the ferry firms 
have resisted claiming it would not be possible to 
monitor all cameras in real time. 

But now Ukip MEP for the West Midlands, James 
Carver, has called for their introduction while 
speaking in the European Parliament. 

Mr Carver said: “The lack of CCTV cameras on 
the ferry passenger decks left his family with many 
unanswered questions, not knowing whether Richard 
suffered an accident, took his own life or was even 
possibly pushed over board. His name is added to an 
increasing list of missing ferry and cruise ship 
passengers. I support his family’s campaign.’ ’ 


Ghost hunters cause 
£50k wood damage 

ONE of the most haunted spots in Britain - infamous 
due to screams heard in the night - has been 
vandalised by vandals and ghost hunters. 

Dering Wood, in Pluckley, near Ashford, is a 
popular draw for those seeking out the paranormal, 
but now damage caused to the area has forced the 
Woodland Trust to stump up nearly £50,000 in 
security and clean-up costs. 

And now it is urging those planning a visit later this 
month for Halloween to respect the area. 

Over the last three years, the conservation charity 
has spent just under £41,000 employing a security firm. 

Between 2012 and 2016 the trust has also spent 
£6,070 on regular litter picks, clearing away rubbish 
and cleaning or replacing vandalised signs. 

Site manager Clive Steward said: “Deringhas 
always attracted ghost hunters due to the noises that 
come out of the woods but the screams they hear are 
nothing more than amorous foxes. We want people to 
enjoy the woods, but to consider other users and treat 
the site with the care it deserves.’ ’

TV contestant Danny Grant got unceremo¬ 
niously booted out of The Apprentice in its 
first episode this week after Lord Sugar told 
him ‘you’re fired’. 

The 32-year-old, who runs an online cos¬ 
metics firm and plays football for non-league 
Chatham Town, was the first casualty of the 
show which returned to BBC One this week 
and was watched by more than 4.6 million 
people.

And he was expecting some comments 
from his Chatham team-mates if he made 
the first team this weekend. 

“I know I’m going to get some stick from 
the players at training and if I play at the 
weekend. But I would still do The Apprentice 
again. I wanted to win and think I would 


have won it had I got past the first week.” 

With his brief stint on television now over, 
the Rochester businessman has sights on a 
new business that could help some of those 
most in need. 

He said: “By the end of the year I hope to get 
my first water filtration system ready to sell 
and be installed underneath sinks in homes. 

“If that proves successful I want to start 
making a flat-pack, easy to distribute, filtra¬ 
tion system that can be distributed to Third 
World countries, free of charge. 


“My mum is from Brazil, she came from 
poverty to the UK and worked in the NHS 
for 25 years, now I want to give something 
back.” 

The Apprentice pits 18 contestants 
against one another with each hoping to 
be ultimately declared the winner and win 
the funding from Lord Sugar to create a 
50-50 joint venture. 

Each week they are set a team task, with 
at least one contestant being sent home 
each week for underperforming.

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Major boost for school bus 
pass holders in east of county 



SCHOOL children in Kent with a 
young person’s travel pass can now 
use it for free bus travel in the 
evenings, weekends and during 
school holidays on Stagecoach 
buses. 

The operator confirmed it was 
extending the use of the pass which 
had been restricted as costs to 
parents soared. 

The pass, which once was free, 
now costs £280 for the year after 
Kent County Council was forced to 
make savings as its budget was 
slashed by Whitehall. 

Another restriction imposed was 
that it was limited for use only for 
one return trip to and from school 
up to 7pm. 

But now Stagecoach is extending 
the power of the KCC-issued pass up 
until August 31, 2018. 


Philip Norwell, Stagecoach South 
East managing director, said “This 
means that students can stay late at 
school, or meet friends in the 
evening or at the weekend. They 
can travel anywhere on our buses 


in east Kent throughout the school 
holidays at no cost to the student 
nor the council - all such travel is 
provided free by Stagecoach. We 
think that this encourages young 
people to use buses.” 


Army hero set to take on 
Everest in charity hike 


A DISABLED war veteran will 
attempt to climb the world’s 
highest mountain next month 
to raise money for the Kent- 
based military and disability 
charity where he works. 

Former Gurkha Anil Gurung 
was posted with the British 
Army in Afghanistan in 2009 
where, just 20 days before the 
end of his tour, he stepped on 
an explosive device, resulting in 
the loss of his right leg below 
the knee. 

The 29-year-old, originally 
from Nepal and now living in 
Maidstone, works in Royal 
British Legion Industries 
(RBLI)’s social enterprise 
Britain’s Bravest Manufactur¬ 
ing Company, based in 
Aylesford - which employs 
more than 120 people many of 
whom are veterans and 60 per 


cent of whom are disabled. 

Now Mr Gurung, who has won 
gold and silver for Great Britain 
in sitting volleyball at the 
Invictus Games, is set to return 
to his native country to take on 
the might of Mount Everest in a 
10-day, 18,000-feet trek. 

He said: “It will be a challenge 
for me physically and mentally. I 
am trying to build my muscles 
back up after taking time out 
after the Invictus Games and 
have been trekking across Kent 
and more recently in Snowdonia 
in Wales. But I need make sure I 
also am in the right state of 
mind. 

“RBLI have been incredibly 
supportive of me since I first 
joined and that hasn’t stopped 
with me taking on this 
challenge - they have been help¬ 
ing me every step of the way.” 


Water works to resume

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Jobs go at Monarch crash

DOZENS of staff in Bromley are losing 
their jobs after Monarch airline and 
tour group fell into administration. 

The move immediately grounded 
all its air craft leading to flights and 
holidays of 860,000 people being 
cancelled. 

It also triggered the loss of more 
than 1,800 jobs. At its Bromley office 
59 of its 80 employees went home job¬ 
less on Monday. 

Sales, IT and customer services 
workers based at its Wren Court of¬ 
fices were made redundant, while 21 
HR workers were kept on. 

A spokesperson from administra¬ 
tors KPMG said: “We’ve kept the 
whole HR team on to make sure we’re 
able to provide as much assistance to 
other employees as possible and in 
other administrative functions which 
are being kept on to help administra¬ 
tors as we wind down the business.” 

The Civil Aviation Authority and 
the government are working together 
to deliver the programme to repatriat 
the 110,000 stranded holiday-makers. 

Staff wept and embraced following 
a meeting at the airline’s headquar¬ 
ters near Luton Airport on Monday 
morning. 

The number of customers carried 
by the company rose 14 per cent in 


the last year but revenue was down 
£100 million, while adverse move¬ 
ment of the pound against the dollar 
had increased costs including fuel, 
handling charges and lease pay¬ 
ments. 

In a letter to staff explaining why 
management had placed the firm into 
administration, Monarch chief exec¬ 
utive Andrew Swaffield said the “root 


cause” of the airline’s plunging reve¬ 
nues was terror attacks in Egypt and 
Tunisia, as well as the “decimation” 
of the tourism industry in Turkey. 

Administrators are now consider¬ 
ing breaking up the company, which 
was founded in 1967, as no buyer has 
been found to purchase Monarch in 
its entirety. 

The union Unite’s national officer, 


Oliver Richardson, said: “Monarch’s 
workforce has worked tirelessly and 
loyally, with great sacrifice, to try and 
turn the airline around in the last 
year. 

“Their hard work has been undone 
by a government seemingly content 
to sit on its hands and allow one of the 
UK’s oldest airlines go into adminis¬ 
tration.” 


Chair quits 
hospital trust 

AN interim chairman has been 
appointed at the East Kent Hospitals 
University NHS Foundation Trust 
following the departure of yet 
another senior figure. 

Nikki Cole is stepping down as 
chair having been in the role for 
two-and-a-half years - her exit 
coming just weeks after chief 
executive Matthew Kershaw left the 
trust, which manages the hospitals 
in Canterbury, Ashford and Margate 
to take up a position at a think-tank. 

She will be replaced by Dr Peter 
Carter, a former interim chair of the 
Medway trust. 

Leisure cente 
work begins 

CONSTUCTION has started on the 
£26m Dover District Leisure Centre. 

Local dignitaries conducted the 
ground-breaking ceremony at the 
2.1 hectare site in Whitfield. 

If all goes to plan, it should be 
ready to open in early 2019 and 
include an eight-lane swimming 
pool, sports hall, squash courts, gym, 
climbing wall and two 3G football 
pitches, Plus car parking for 250 
vehicles.

Our MPs remain loyal to PM but 
pressure on her position grows 


After ‘that speech’ Theresa May knows back-benchers are getting nervous about her future as leader

C ONSERVATIVE MPs across 
the county have thrown 
their weight behind There¬ 
sa May after the prime 
minister endured a torrid 
week at the party’s conference in 
Manchester. 

Her keynote speech on Wednesday 
was marred by a series of unfortu¬ 
nate events, including a stage invader 
handing her a P45 unemployment 
notice, a cough repeatedly bringing 
her oration to a halt, and letters fall¬ 
ing off the party slogan on the back¬ 
drop behind her. 

And with foreign secretary Boris 
Johnson making headlines in the 
days leading up to the conference, in 
which he set out his own priorities for 
life in Britain after leaving the Euro¬ 
pean Union, it again reignited specu¬ 
lation that her premiership was un¬ 
der threat. 

Reports on Friday suggested former 
Tory chairman Grant Shapps was 
leader of a group of around 30 Tory 
MPs planning to send a delegation to 
Mrs May to tell her she must go. It is 
too few, however, to trigger any form 
of formal leadership challenge. 

Mrs May, meanwhile, insists she 
has the full support of her cabinet and 
is continuing to offer “calm leader¬ 
ship”. 

None of the MPs KoS spoke to fol¬ 
lowing the speech freely admitted 
that they had heard rumblings of un¬ 


rest within in the Tory camp, despite 
suggestions to the contrary, however 
some were certainly more vocal and 
emphatic in their praise of Mrs May 
than others. 

Damian Green has been a long¬ 
time ally to the prime minister and 
was effectively appointed as her 
number two following the snap elec¬ 
tion back in June. 

The Ashford MP told us: “The mood 
is that she bravely battled through 
problems with her throat. 

“We’ve all tried to give speeches 
with a cold before but never under 
that much spotlight so there’s been 
natural human sympathy. 

“But now it’s all over we can con¬ 
centrate on the substance of the 
speech which is more important to 
the future of this country. 

“People are very supportive of her. 

“She is absolutely the best person 
for the job, conference speeches come 
and go but the policies she set out in 
the speech are the right things for the 
country.” 

South Thanet MP Craig Mackinlay 
also backed the beleaguered Mrs May, 
telling us: “Everybody is sorry for the 
condition she was in, it was just un¬ 
fortunate it happened when the eyes 
of the world were on her. 

“I’m pretty well-connected in many 
circles but I’m hearing nothing [about 
doubts over her ability as leader]. 

“You’ve only got to look at Jeremy 
Corbyn who suffered a vote of no con¬ 
fidence last year and look where he is 
now - it’s an entirely different land¬ 
scape. 


“People ebb and flow and she will 
flow again, of that there is no doubt. 
She is a fine prime minister with Con¬ 
servative views to her core.” 

Charlie Elphicke of Dover, however, 
was significantly more coy in his ver¬ 
sion of events, when quizzed on the 
prime minister’s future. 

“People were saying they admire 
her resilience and getting through 
the speech even though she had a 
cold,” he said. “We have a prime min¬ 
ister, there is no vacancy.” 

Asked if he was aware of any un¬ 
rest, Mr Elphicke said he wasn’t, but 
when pushed on whether Mrs May 
had his personal backing, he said: “I 
think she will stay prime minister for 
as long as she wants to.” 

The prime minister laughed off most 
of the problems during her speech and 
another of her key allies, business sec¬ 
retary and Tunbridge Wells MP, Greg 
Clark, insisted there was “huge 
warmth” for the prime minister and 
the poise she demonstrated in carry¬ 
ing on with her address. 

“A lot of the people who were there 
in the hall and watching it on TV will 
have admired, frankly, the guts and 
the grace the PM showed,” he said. 

“One of the things that established 
itself very clearly was that the view of 
the party - of both parliamentary col¬ 
leagues and activists - is that they re¬ 
gard, correctly, the responsibility of 
the Conservative Party to be effective 
and cool-headed in government. 

“They have got no patience for dis¬ 
tractions from that.” 

Others took to social media to dem¬ 


onstrate their support for Mrs May, 
with Chatham and Aylesford MP 
Tracey Crouch tweeting: “Just been 
to supermarket. People stopped me to 
say they supported the PM and for me 
to pass on best wishes. Their views 
count most.” 

Tom Tugendhat of Tonbridge and 
Mailing added that the prime minis¬ 
ter was “a natural leader” who 
showed “duty, dignity, persistence 
and vision”. 

Aside from Mrs May, the foreign 
secretary came in for heavy criticism 
during the week, particularly for re¬ 
marks he made about Libyan city 
Sirte, which he claimed could become 
a new tourism hotspot. 

“All they have to do is clear the 
dead bodies away,” Mr Johnson said. 

Faversham and Mid Kent MP Helen 
Whately, who insisted the prime min¬ 
ister has her “absolute” support, told 
us: “The general feeling at the confer¬ 
ence was that it was unhelpful that 
he was getting headlines.” 

Mr Elphicke refused to be drawn on 
whether he was frustrated by Mr 
Johnson’s behaviour, simply telling 
us: “Boris is a great charismatic fig¬ 
ure, he is foreign secretary and we 
need all our best players on the pitch.” 

Mr Mackinlay, who was in hot wa¬ 
ter himself earlier in the week when 
he was branded “misogynistic” for 
encouraging jobless young men to 
come and work on Kent farms with 
“gorgeous EU women”, stood by his 
fellow Brexiteer. 

“He made that comment which 
may have been a bad choice of words,

but I had something similar,” he told 
us. “Some of us have more humour in 
our hearts than others. 

“It’s a pretty sad state of affairs if you 
can’t make those kind of comments 
without being called a misogynist.” 

Asked if he anticipated a leadership 
challenge, Mr Mackinlay replied: “Not 
a chance,” adding, “Boris is massively 
influential, he is popular as a front¬ 
man and long may that continue.” 

Ashford MP Mr Green added: 
“Boris has huge talents and is good to 
have in government but I think on 
the Libya issue, it’s a lesson to us all to 
be sensitive in our use of language. 

“The key thing is that he is signed 
up to collective government policy.” 
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Health of our ambulance service 
still critical, claims latest report 

The South East Coast Ambulance Service has been told it will remain in special measures after the 
latest review of its operation by the Care Quality Commission found it still needed big improvements

K ENT’S troubled ambu¬ 
lance service will remain 
in special measures de¬ 
spite improvements in 
performance, a watchdog 

has said. 

South East Coast Ambulance Serv¬ 
ice (Secamb) has been hit by a series 
of scandals over the last two years, 
with particular concerns raised over 
the treatment of some staff. 

An independent report published in 
August revealed hundreds of staff at 
the trust had experienced bullying 
and harassment. 

The report told stories of staff hav¬ 
ing “only two tea breaks in three 
years”, having instructions “bellowed 
as if they were a sergeant major in the 
army” and of employees being “genu¬ 
inely frightened” about speaking out 
over bullying. 

There was also a consistent view 
that a “boys’ club” culture exists at 
the trust with “questions of sexual 
harassment and sexual grooming oc¬ 
curring in some parts of the Kent 
area”. 

Secamb was placed into special 
measures last September and while 
the Care Quality Commission, which 
recently carried out an inspection, 
recognises some improvements have 
been made, it says further progress is 
needed. 

Inspectors looked at two core serv¬ 
ices; emergency operations centres 
which have been rated ‘requires im¬ 
provement’ and emergency and ur¬ 
gent, including resilience and the 
hazardous area response team care 
which has been rated ‘inadequate’. 

The trust’s overall rating of ‘inade¬ 
quate’ remains unchanged, chief in¬ 
spector of hospitals, Professor Ted 
Baker said. 

The CQC also inspected the NHS 
111 service, provided by the trust, 
which has been rated as ‘good’. 

At the CQC inspection in May 2016, 
it rated emergency and urgent care 
(EUC) as ‘inadequate’ and both the 
emergency operations centre and pa¬ 
tient transport services were rated as 
‘requires improvement’ and a warn¬ 
ing notice detailing the areas where 
the trust needed to make improve¬ 
ments was also issued. 

Inspectors found the trust had 
made some improvements to many of 
the concerns previously mentioned in 
the May 2016 inspection, particularly 
around reporting of incidents, and 
staffing levels during busy periods. 

A new board was tackling the is¬ 
sues, it said, but further progress is 
still needed. 

However, staff were found to be 
consistently compassionate, treating 
patients and callers with kindness 
and respect including those in mental 


health crisis. 

Although some staff did indicate 
improvements in the trust’s culture 
and a reduction in bullying and har¬ 
assment, there still remained con¬ 
cerns about the overall culture with¬ 
in the trust. 

Professor Baker said: “Although we 
have seen some areas of improve¬ 
ment, South East Coast Ambulance 


NHS Foundation Trust has not yet 
made enough progress for me to rec¬ 
ommend that it should leave special 
measures. 

“I am concerned that the previous 
leadership had not fully addressed 
longstanding cultural issues and in 
particular the historical problems of 
bullying and harassment. 

“While the problem is now being 


addressed there is still work to be 
done here and in the management of 
medicines. 

“It is clear there have been deep 
rooted problems and the trust would 
now benefit from a period of stable 
management to address these issues. 

“I am aware that there has been a 
recent appointment of a new chief ex¬ 
ecutive who has considerable experi¬ 


ence within the ambulance service 
and should bring that renewed stabil¬ 
ity. 

“The board have assured us that 
they are focused in supporting the 
chief executive to carry out the im¬ 
provements that are needed. 

“In the circumstances however, I 
have advised NHS Improvement 
[which oversees NHS trusts] that the 
trust should continue to receive the 
additional oversight and support pro¬ 
vided by special measures until such 
time we can report on significant and 
sustained improvement.” 

Responding to the verdict, Secamb 
chief executive Daren Mochrie said: 
“While I am disappointed that not 
enough progress has been made for 
us to improve our overall rating, I am 
confident that progress is being made 
and that this will continue. 

“I believe that the pace of improve¬ 
ment has picked up since the CQC 
visit in May 2017 but I am very aware, 
as is our senior team, that there re¬ 
mains a significant amount of work 
to be done. 

“Our updated improvement plan 
focuses on the areas where we are de¬ 
termined to make major improve¬ 
ments in the months ahead. 

“We are working with our local 
commissioners to ensure that we are 
funded appropriately and have the 
right resources to meet the demand 
we are facing. 

“Right across the trust, staff are 
working flat out to ensure the neces¬ 
sary improvements continue to be 
made and I am pleased that staff told 
inspectors that they feel more positive 
about the organisation and that we 
are heading in the right direction. 

“There are some positives to build 
on. In recent months we have suc¬ 
cessfully delivered a number of key 
projects, including moving to our 
new emergency operations centre 
and HQ at Crawley [in West Sussex] 
and introducing a new computer aid¬ 
ed dispatch system. 

“The success of projects such as 
these will ensure we are providing 
the right foundation for a better serv¬ 
ice in the future.” 

Chair Richard Foster added: “The 
trust board acknowledges that not 
enough progress had been made since 
the last CQC inspection in May 2016. 

“During that time there have been 
a number of changes at executive and 
at board-level and the leadership 
team now in place is committed to de¬ 
livering the vigorous improvement 
programme already under way.” 

Secamb’s woes have been com¬ 
pounded recently after its ambulanc¬ 
es were targeted by crooks. 

A number across the county have 
been hit, with life-saving defibrilla¬ 
tors stolen so they can be sold on the 
black market. 

Police are continuing to investigate 
the crimes. 
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Friends rally as 
former PM’s 
reputation is 
dealt blow over 
‘sex assaults’ 

Damaging claims over rape and assault, which 
include a child as young as 10, would have seen 
the Kent-born MP interviewed under caution if 
he was still alive, police confirmed this week

S IR Edward Heath 
would have been in¬ 
terviewed under 
caution to hear his 
account of seven al¬ 
legations of rape and sexual 
assault - including one involv¬ 
ing a 10-year-old boy in Kent 
- a controversial police report 
has said. 

The claims, between 1961 
and 1992, relate to a period 
when the former prime min¬ 
ister was an MP in Bexley . 

Among the allegations is one 
from 1962, not reported until 
August 2015, which is said to 
have occurred in the county. It 
claims that in the company of an 
unknown male, the politician 
allegedly assaulted a 10-year- 
old boy during a chance encoun¬ 
ter in a public place. 

Born in Broadstairs and 
schooled in Ramsgate, the al¬ 
legations have sparked a 
strong response for the former 
PM’s friends who say the alle¬ 
gations do not tally with the 
man they knew. 

On Thursday, a Wiltshire 
Police investigation, called 
Operation Conifer, concluded 
that seven of the claims would 
have been sufficiently credi¬ 
ble to justify questioning Sir 
Edward, who was prime min¬ 
ister between 1970 and 1974, 
under caution. 

A further 35 allegations - 
including the murder of chil¬ 
dren and satanic or ritual 
abuse - did not meet the 
threshold for a formal inter¬ 
view, the officers said. 

The report does not address 
the question of Sir Edward’s 
guilt or innocence because 


the remit of the two-year £1.5 
million inquiry was to see 
whether there was enough 
evidence to interview the 
former MP, who died at home 
in Salisbury in July 2005, 
aged 89. 

None of the allegations 
about which Wiltshire Police 
would have questioned Sir Ed¬ 
ward relate to when he was 
prime minister, the force said. 

The Crown Prosecution 
Service has a policy of not mak¬ 
ing a charging decision on a 
suspect who is dead because 
they cannot be prosecuted. 

The allegations Sir Edward 
would have been questioned 
over include rape of a boy 
aged 11, indecent assault of 
the 10-year-old boy, and the 
indecent assault of a 15-year- 
old boy during three “paid 
sexual encounters”, and are 
said to have occurred be¬ 


tween 1961 and 1992 in the 
Met Police, Kent, Sussex, the 
Channel Islands and Wilt¬ 
shire force areas. 

Wiltshire chief constable 
Mike Veale said: “There have 
been many views expressed 
as to whether the police 
should investigate alleged of¬ 
fences committed by a de¬ 
ceased suspect. 

“Notwithstanding the 
guidance, I believe this was 
the right moral, ethical and 
professional thing to do, but I 
appreciate that every case 
needs to be judged on its own 
merits. 

“I am satisfied that there 
were compelling and obvious 
reasons to investigate allega¬ 
tions made about Sir Edward 
Heath. 

“As I have said, Sir Edward 
Heath was an extremely 
prominent, influential and 
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high-profile person who was argua¬ 
bly one of the most powerful people in 
the world commensurate with the po¬ 
litical office he held. 

“The allegations against him were 
of the utmost seriousness and from a 
significant number of people. 

“I hope people will understand 
that, given these circumstances, it 
would be an indefensible dereliction 
of my public duty as a chief constable 
not to have investigated such serious 
allegations against a former prime 
minister, even though he is de¬ 
ceased.” 

Friends of Sir Edward Heath said 
the findings of the police inquiry had 
left a “cloud of suspicion” hanging 
over the former prime minister and 
called for a judge-led investigation, 
saying: “A man is innocent until 
proven guilty.” 

Former cabinet secretary Lord 
Armstrong of Ilminster and Lord 
Hunt of Wirral said everyone who 
knew Sir Edward were “convinced” 
the allegations of child abuse would 
found to be “groundless”. 

In a joint statement, they said: 
“The Wiltshire Police report is pro¬ 
foundly unsatisfactory because it nei¬ 
ther justifies nor dispels the cloud of 
suspicion. 

“It contains a summary of the in¬ 
vestigation, but draws no conclusion 
as to Sir Edward’s guilt, although 
during the investigation the chief 
constable was heard to express, as he 
certainly should not have done, his 
personal view that Sir Edward Heath 
was probably guilty. 

“As Sir Edward is dead, justice re¬ 
quires that there should be a quasi¬ 
judicial process as a substitute for the 
judicial process. 

“This could be in the form of an in¬ 


dependent review by a retired judge, 
with unrestricted access to all the 
evidence collected by the Wiltshire 
Police. 

“In the meantime, a fundamental, 
time-honoured principle should be 
respected, namely that a man is inno¬ 
cent until he is proven guilty. 

“All those who knew Sir Edward 
Heath or worked with him are, with¬ 
out exception, convinced that the al¬ 


legations of child abuse will all be 
found to be groundless. 

“Everything that is known of his 
character, his habits, his intelligence 
and his principles supports this view. 

“Everyone, alive or dead, should be 
entitled to justice, but this case is 
unique and because the allegations 
involve a former prime minister, this 
has national as well as personal im¬ 
plications. 


“Sir Edward Heath’s reputation 
should not be left in limbo. The allega¬ 
tions made to and the evidence collect¬ 
ed by the police should be independ¬ 
ently reviewed and an independent 
conclusion arrived at. 

“That is the only way in which jus¬ 
tice can be done.” 

Lord Hunt of Wirral is chairman of 
the Sir Edward Heath Charitable 
Foundation and a former cabinet 


minister in the Thatcher govern¬ 
ment, while Lord Armstrong of Ilm¬ 
inster is a former cabinet secretary 
who was principal private secretary 
to Sir Edward while he was prime 
minister. 

Lord Macdonald QC, a former di¬ 
rector of public prosecutions, accused 
police of “covering their backs” at the

expense of a man who can no longer 
defend himself. 

The 100-page ‘summary closure 
report’ details 42 allegations made 
against Sir Edward and categorises 
them as: 

■ Seven alleged victims whose ac¬ 
counts would warrant interviewing 
him under caution; 

■ Nineteen cases where Sir Ed¬ 
ward would not have been inter¬ 
viewed under caution because of the 
extent of undermining evidence; 

■ Ten cases of third-party disclo¬ 
sures; 

■ Three cases of mistaken identity; 

■ Three complaints made anony¬ 
mously. 

Sir Edward was the most high-pro¬ 
file political figure to be linked to 
child sex abuse allegations that swept 
across Westminster. 

A raft of politicians have been accused 
of abusing children, including Liberal 
Democrat Sir Cyril Smith and 
Labour peer and former MP Lord Janner. 

In a statement, Wiltshire Police said: 
“It is important to state that the role of 
the police in a criminal investigation is 
to the likely guilt or innocence of a per¬ 
son who is subject to allegations. 

“Therefore, the findings in the re¬ 
port published do not state whether 
Sir Edward Heath was guilty of any 
criminal offences or comment on the 
prospect of a successful prosecution 
had he been alive today.” 

The report revealed that there was 
“reason to suspect” two people may 
have “intentionally misled” the police 
by alleging that they were abused by 
Sir Edward. 

“In the case of one of these disclo¬ 
sures, a live criminal investigation 



remains ongoing,” the report states. 

“In the case of the other, a criminal 
investigation was undertaken and an 
individual was formally cautioned for 
an offence of wasting police time after 
they admitted that they had misled 
the investigation by making three 
separate disclosures, where they had 
purported to be three different 
people.” 


AS prime minister, Sir 
Edward Heath presided over 
some of the most turbulent 
years in Britain’s post war 
history. 

His time in Downing Street 
- from 1970 to 1974 - was 
marked by widespread 
industrial unrest with power 
blackouts and much of the 
country reduced to a three- 
day working week. 

For his supporters, his 
crowning achievement was 
to negotiate Britain’s entry 
into the Common Market, as 
the EU was then known - a 
decision that continues to 
divide Conservatives 40 
years on. 

His time in office ended 
ignominiously after he lost a 
snap general election which 
he had called to try to bolster 
his authority in the face of a 
second coal miners’ strike. 

He never forgave Margaret 
Thatcher for ousting him as 
Tory leader in 1975, for years 
nursing a grudge which 
became known as the 
“incredible sulk”. 

Sir Edward was born in 
Broadstairs in 1916 and 
attended Chatham House 
school in Ramsgate before 
studying at Balliol College 
Oxford, becoming president 
of the Oxford Union. He 
served with the Royal 
Artillery during the Second 


World War. 

He had entered Parliament 
in 1950, as the MP for Bexley, 
and served in successive 
Conservative governments 
until 1964. In 1965 he 
became the first elected and 
first state-educated leader of 
the Tories and held the role 
for the next decade. 

After losing to Mrs Thatch¬ 
er, Sir Edward helped foster 
links between the West and 
Communist China. 

In 1990 he flew to Baghdad 
and successfully negotiated 
the release of some of the 
‘human shield’ hostages 
being held by Iraqi leader, 
Saddam Hussein. 

A lifelong bachelor, Sir 
Edward was famously 
reticent about his private life 
focusing his energies away 
from politics on his twin 
passions of sailing and 
classical music. He remains 
the only British prime 
minister to have won a major 
international sporting trophy 
whilst in office. 

Sir Edward had a reputa¬ 
tion of being cold and 
indifferent towards women. 

One biographer concluded 
he may have been a latent or 
repressed homosexual while 
another thought he was 
“pretty well sexless” having 
failed to find any evidence of 
any intimate relationships 


with either men or women. 

In 2007 Brian Coleman, a 
senior Tory on the London 
Assembly, caused a stir 
when he claimed it was 
common knowledge in 
Conservative circles that Sir 
Edward had been warned by 
police in the 1950s over his 
“cottaging activities”. 

However, no corroborating 
evidence was produced to 
support the allegation which 
was disputed by others in the 
party. 

Sir Edward continued to sit 
in the House of Commons as 
the member for Old Bexley 
and Sidcup until his retire¬ 
ment in 2001 and was the 
father of the house between 
1992 and 2001. 

The Queen appointed him 
a Knight of the Garter in 1992 
and he described the day of 
his inauguration as being 
“the proudest day of my 
life”. 

In 1985 Sir Edward bought 
Arundells, an impressive 
house in the shadow of 
Salisbury Cathedral, and 
following his death in July 
2005 aged 89 he bequeathed 
the property to the Sir 
Edward Heath Charitable 
Foundation. 

The house, garden and Sir 
Edward’s art collection is 
now open to members of the 
public.

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School told to change ‘unlawful’ 
admissions policy by watchdog 

One of the county’s leading grammar schools has been told it must change the way it treats external 
applications to study on its A-level courses after intervention by the Local Government Ombudsman

A GRAMMAR school oper¬ 
ated an “unlawful” ad¬ 
missions policy for pro¬ 
spective sixth form 
students, a watchdog 

has found. 

The Local Government Ombuds¬ 
man investigated procedures at 
Maidstone Grammar School for Girls 
after a complaint was made by a par¬ 
ent, whose son missed out on a place 
at the sixth form last year, despite 
meeting the school’s minimum re¬ 
quirements. 

At the heart of the issue were 
claims the school only selected the 
highest performing students joining 
the school in the sixth form. 

And it appears to contradict the 
school’s motto - non sibi sed ominibus - 
which translates from the Latin as 
‘not for one, but all’. 

The school’s published admission 
policy states that students require six 
GCSEs at grade A* to C, including at 
least four B grades, and B grades in 
the the subjects they want to study at 
A-level. 

However, it was also found to oper¬ 
ate, for a number of years, an addi¬ 
tional points-based system to admit 
students - a system which is not in¬ 
cluded in its published policy. Maid¬ 
stone’s Average Points Score (APS) is 
calculated by assigning points to 
each grade (A*=58, A=52, B=46, 
C=40, D=34, E=28, F=22, G=16, 
U=0) and taking an average from the 
applicant’s predicated GCSE grades. 

The school then uses the APS to 
rank all applicants and only makes 
conditional offers to those who score 
above a certain level, which in 2016 
was set at 48 - an overall average 
higher than a B grade, therefore tar¬ 
geting students with significantly 
better predicted grades than the min¬ 
imum set out in the admission crite¬ 
ria. 

The ombudsman found the school 
did not make conditional offers to 
other applicants, even if they met the 
published requirements; instead 
placing them on a waiting list. 

Maidstone Grammar says it has 
found using the APS is the best pre¬ 
dictor of whether applicants will meet 
the entry criteria following their 
GCSE results. 

The inspector’s report noted: “The 
school did not follow its published ad¬ 
mission arrangements when making 
conditional offers to applicants for 
September 2016 entry. 

“It used an additional oversub¬ 
scription criterion, which was not 
mentioned in the arrangements and 
had not been subject to consultation. 

“Using an APS to rank applicants 
based on academic ability contradict¬ 
ed the published oversubscription cri¬ 


teria, which apply to all external ap¬ 
plicants with the minimum academic 
requirements, giving priority to 
looked after children, siblings, stu¬ 
dents with health issues and finally 
those living closest.” 

The ombudsman concluded that 
the student should have been offered 
a conditional place by March based 
on his predicted GCSE grades, how¬ 
ever, the school would not have con¬ 
firmed the place until he had his 
GCSE results, which ultimately were 
lower than predicted and therefore 
did not meet the subject requirements 
for his original A-level choices. 


The report added: “The school will 
no longer use the APS to make condi¬ 
tional offers and will follow its pub¬ 
lished admission arrangements. 

“The school must do this otherwise 
its admission process will be unlaw¬ 
ful. If it wishes to use an APS as part 
of its decision-making, it must amend 
its published arrangements to reflect 
this and follow the statutory consul¬ 
tation process.” 

Kent County Council, which man¬ 
aged the independent panel which 
first heard the complaint, was also 
criticised, with the ombudsman re¬ 
porting that further training for 


members was required - a recom¬ 
mendation agreed by County Hall. 

Following the investigation, the 
school agreed to drop the use of the 
points system, apologise to the family 
and pay £250 in compensation. 

Headteacher Deborah Stanley said: 
“The ombudsman specifically said 
that the pupil’s grades were lower 
than predicted and he did not meet 
the subject requirements for his origi¬ 
nal A-level choices, or the revised 
choices put forward by his father. So, 
even if the school had made a condi¬ 
tional offer, it would not have fol¬ 
lowed this with a firm offer. 


“However, we no longer include the 
average points score in our admis¬ 
sions criteria and also agreed with 
the ombudsman’s recommendation 
of a £250 donation to the family, be¬ 
cause of the uncertainty and confu¬ 
sion caused.” 

Former Gravesend head teacher 
and education consultant Peter Read, 
who runs the KentAdvice.co.uk web¬ 
site, had helped advise the family 
which brought the case. 

A long-time vocal opponent of 
schools manipulating their admis¬ 
sions in order to be seen to be serving 
up strong results, he felt vidicated by 
the ombudsman’s decision. 

He said: “This complete shambles 
was initially brought about by the 
school operating unlawful admission 
criteria for external candidates to the 
sixth form, which have operated for 
some years. 

“It was then compounded by the 
headteacher’s reported refusal to ad¬ 
mit fault when I demonstrated it very 
clearly, and the school’s subsequent 
attempt to deny and cover up the ille¬ 
gality. 

“The school then gave this false 
evidence to a supposed independent 
appeal panel that shut its eyes to the 
facts, through its support for the 
school against the appellants, which 
denied them a fair hearing. 

“The process clearly inhibited po¬ 
tential candidates from pursuing 
their applications so, rather than ex¬ 
panding the sixth form towards its 
target, numbers actually declined. I 
do not have the data to differentiate 
between the number of internal and 
external students who joined the 
sixth form, but anecdotal evidence 
suggests there was a high leakage of 
members of Year 11 from MGGS to 
other local school sixth forms for 
2017 entry. Surely, this must raise se¬ 
rious questions for the school man¬ 
agement, especially as data for previ¬ 
ous years suggests this may be 
typical. 

“It is not possible to quantify the 
number of students affected, as it is 
likely that most turned down by the 
illegal process did not pursue their 
applications and were lost to the 
school.” 

The row comes just weeks after 
Orpington grammar, St Olave’s, faced 
the threat of legal action from par¬ 
ents after students were told they 
could not continue their A-Level 
studies into Year 13 after failing to 
achieve B grades in any of their sub¬ 
jects taken in the first year of sixth 
form. 

The school subsequently performed 
a U-turn and allowed the affected 
students to return. 

Maidstone Grammar School for 
Girls and Invicta Grammar in the 
county town have also faced similar 
complaints in the past but have 
strongly denied any wrongdoing. 
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The Ukip fightback starts right here, 
says party's newly-elected leader 

His victory a little over a week ago defied expectations, but Kent’s Henry Bolton says his home county 
will be at the very heart of the party as it looks to dust itself off following some bruising election blows

K ENT will receive “a lot of 
attention” from Ukip as it 
looks to launch a recovery 
in British politics, its new¬ 
ly-elected leader has 


claimed. 

Henry Bolton defied the odds last 
week by beating off the likes of book¬ 
ies’ favourite Anne Marie Waters to 
clinch the top job at the party’s con¬ 
ference in Torquay. 

A former army officer and security 
expert, Mr Bolton lives in Folkestone 
and contested the county’s police and 


crime commissioner election last 
year - ultimately losing out to Mat¬ 
thew Scott of the Conservatives. 

He now faces the difficult task of 
uniting a party left almost completely 
in tatters following a series of high- 
profile defections, infighting and dev¬ 
astating election defeats off the back 
of the vote to leave the European Un¬ 
ion last June. 

Prior to its collapse, Ukip had built 
a strong level of support in Kent, 
claiming control of its first ever coun¬ 
cil in Thanet back in 2015, and be¬ 
coming the main party of opposition 
on the county council two years ear¬ 
lier - though its representation at 
County Hall was completely wiped 
out when voters returned to the polls 
in May. 

Speaking to KoS this week, Mr Bol¬ 
ton was keen to emphasise his re¬ 
sponsibility to turn the party’s for¬ 
tunes around across the nation, but 
recognised the county as a strong 
starting point. 

“We will of course be trying to ex¬ 
ploit areas where we are best sup¬ 
ported at a local level,” he said. 

“Kent will receive a lot of attention, 


not because I’m from here, but be¬ 
cause we’ve got a lot of support. 

“There will be a lot of discussions 
within the party, I need to know ex¬ 
actly where we are on a range of is¬ 
sues such as the finances. 

“My priority is to get the party’s 
structures and support mechanisms 
fit for purpose. 

“At the same time I am starting to 
engage with various elements outside 
the party - other political parties 
both at home and abroad, 
think tanks, Leave campaign groups 
- and starting to map out the ter¬ 
rain.” 

Mr Bolton revealed he was putting 
together a large team of around 25 to 
30 people to help implement the 
changes he pledged during his leader¬ 
ship campaign. 

In the run-up to the vote last week, 
Mr Bolton was clear that Brexit was 
the party’s “core task”, and insisted it 
needed to stamp its authority on pro¬ 
ceedings, with little progress having 
been made in negotiations with Brus¬ 
sels. 

“Ukip has done very little over the 
last nine months so we need to start 


saying and doing things,” Mr Bolton 
said. 

“The Conservative government has 
shown a real lack of planning and 
preparation in working towards 
Brexit, nothing concrete has been 
done. 

“We’re supposed to be leaving in 
March 2019 but we keep kicking the 
can down the road. 

“The centre of Ukip has been weak 
and the local level has been left with¬ 
out support and guidance.” 

Indeed, Mr Bolton was critical of 
Chris Wells’ running of Thanet Dis¬ 
trict Council last month, claiming he 
had “not covered himself or the party 
in glory” since surging to power two 
years ago and warned of a “disas¬ 
trous” result next time around. 

Cllr Wells dismissed the criticism, 
suggesting the new party leader 
needed to “hear a few home truths on 
understanding local government”, 
though he has since offered Mr Bol¬ 
ton his support since the election. 

Next year sees voters return to the 
polls in a number of local elections, 
including those in London boroughs, 
and Mr Bolton admitted he was look-

ing to take a longer-term approach to 
reviving its local government pres¬ 
ence - and that it may come at a cost 
in upcoming votes. 

“This is about the future of the na¬ 
tion and making all our communities 
more optimistic, more confident and 
having a voice in shaping their com¬ 
munities,” he said. 

“If we have not got local govern¬ 
ment right, we are not going to get 
national government right. 

“One of the things I will be chang¬ 
ing is introducing long-term strategic 
planning. 

“We have local elections coming up 
quite soon and it may well be there’s 
not time for us to fully prepare. 

“We’re not going to throw all the 
resources at those elections because 
we have got to think longer term. 

“It’s possible we will take a hit in 
those elections but I want to make 
sure we are fit and resilient. We can’t 
empty the bank accounts and ex¬ 
haust everything. 

“Ideally we’d still win those seats 
but the time window to turn things 
around is quite short. 

“We will look at it and certainly be 
fighting vigorously in those elections 
but we are not going to break our¬ 
selves in doing so.” 

Since the prime minister’s heavily- 
criticised Brexit speech in Florence 
recently, Mr Bolton claims to have 
witnessed a surge in Ukip member¬ 
ship, as well as a bounce following his 
election last Friday, which he believed 
signalled “a new sense of energy in 
the party”. 

One of those to welcome his victory 
was former leader, Nigel Farage, who 
also has ties to the county having 
lived in Westerham and stood for 
election in South Thanet. 


He acted as Mr Bolton’s political 
referee in the run-up to the vote and 
described him as “a man of real sub¬ 
stance” following his triumph. 


Mr Bolton is clear he hopes Mr 
Farage will have a role to play in the 
party under his leadership. 

“I’ve spoken with Nigel and we’re 


going to have another talk this week,” 
he said. “I have got some thoughts on 
that, certainly. 

“He has moved on from leading the 


party, however he has strong views 
on Brexit and is recognised as nation¬ 
al figure - he is probably more well- 
known than Theresa May.”

War Horse, MarLowe Theatre, Canterbury 


T O SAY anything negative 
about the National Thea¬ 
tre’s production of Michael 
Morpurgo’s War Horse is 
akin to revealing a love of 
kicking kittens around your front 
room. In short, it’s not the done thing. 

After all, it has become something 
of a national treasure - a pioneering 
production for which its very stage 
craft has transended the frequently 
narrow confines of the theatrical are¬ 
na and into the mainstream. 

Think War Horse, and you don’t 
start pondering about the magnifi¬ 
cent creatures in Steven Spielberg’s 
movie version, but, instead, the mes- 
morising life-size puppetry deployed 
to re-create the animals on stage. 

It is the stage version which rein¬ 
vigorated the book and inspired the 
movie. Even the author himself ac¬ 
knowledges that without the vision of 
the National Theatre’s production, 
War Horse may well have spent its life 
plodding about in a backwater liter¬ 
ary paddock. 

And, all these years later, those 
horses remain just as breathtaking. 
Half close your eyes and the carefully 
constructed creatures are indistin¬ 
guishable from the real thing. Take a 
peek when the audience’s attention is 
elsewhere and those controlling 
them continue to keep them as life¬ 
like as possible - gently moving to 


give the impression of the mighty 
beasts’ chests rising and falling when 
breathing, and that inquisitive look 
at the reaction of sounds. 

There is no denying, War Horse is a 
triumphant stage production worthy 
of its plaudits. 

Charting a young boy’s path from a 
humble Devon farm and the bond he 
develops with a horse bought in an 
act of drunken bravado by his father, 
to the departure of both he and the 
horse to the bloody fields of the Som¬ 
me during the First World War, it has 
become a story well known to mil¬ 
lions. 

While the horses steal the lime¬ 
light, some of the staging is at times 
utterly spellbinding. 

But, of course, for many of us, get¬ 
ting into London to watch the show 
can be an expensive business. 

For that reason, we should all 
thank our lucky stars the Marlowe 
Theatre in Canterbury has developed 
a relationship with the National The¬ 
atre which sees it as the preferred 
venue for this very special anniver¬ 
sary tour. 

Since opening on September 15, it 
has played to packed houses every 
night - and will continue to do so un¬ 
til October 14. Best of all, it’s even gal¬ 
loping back in 2019 for another 
string of performances between Feb¬ 
ruary 27 and March 16. 

We cannot, it seem, get enough of 
this landmark production. 

But the question remains - look 
past the horse puppetry, does War

pets’ widespread mainstream expo¬ 
sure, you could be forgiven for being, 
gulp, just a little underwhelmed by 
the pace of events and storytelling at 
the beginning. A victim, perhaps, of 
its own success and adoration. 

Yet just when you’re pondering if 
War Horse is something of a one trick 
puppet pony, it explodes into the most 
remarkable production. 

Of course, that slow build up, that 
gentle rural pre-war reality which 
borders on the sluggish, is designed 
to contrast with the meat of the dra¬ 
ma - life on the frontline of the Great 
War. The gentle rolling fields replaced 
by the metal and mud of the French 


killing fields. 

So we go from canter to gallop in 
the blinking of an eye. Talking of 
which, some of the lighting effects for 
those war scenes are, literally daz¬ 
zling. Without giving much away, 
there is a scene where one character 
dies where the stage craft of lighting, 
design, sound and execution unites 
in a manner which delivers a remark¬ 
ably powerful emotional punch. In 
fact, it is one of those moments which 
is so well done, where horror is cap¬ 
tured by almost a moment of theatri¬ 
cal beauty, that it will remain long in 
the mind as a way in which to visual¬ 
ise the brutality and immediacy of

death in war. 

War Horse isn’t the perfect produc¬ 
tion - there is a little element of trea¬ 
cle to the storyline which while es¬ 
sential to engage emotional 
attachment, does lessen its impact 
just a touch. But it is extraordinarily 
impressive. 

Without seeing the horses in ac¬ 
tion, it is hard to truly appreciate 


their quality and as the actors took a 
bow and the inevitable standing ova¬ 
tion at the play’s conclusion, it was 
only right the operators of those 
beasts got their own moment in the 
spotlight. 

People often criticise theatre for not 
having the whizz-bang finesse of, say, 
cinema - of being unable to truly 
leave an audience spellbound. But 


War Horse achieves that through its 
sky high production values and a 
story arc which, while often a little 
telegraphed, has at its heart a simple 
story of friendship, compassion and 
bravery in the face of adversity. 

Well done the Marlowe for getting 
this show and well done the National 
Theatre for such a remarkable piece 
of art.

E D Byrne has been an ac¬ 
claimed stand-up, with 
audiences and critics 
alike, for 20 years now. 
His success with shows 
such as the Roaring Forties, Differ¬ 
ent Class and the 1998 Perrier- 
nominated A Night At The Opera 
led to him appearing on the box in 
the diverse likes of Mock The Week, 
Father Ted, The One Show and All 
Star Mr & Mrs, while his love of hill¬ 
walking resulted in him writing a 
regular column for The Great Out¬ 
doors magazine. 

In fact, his love of natural history 
has crossed into television with ap¬ 
pearances on The One Show (ab¬ 
seiling in Snowdonia), Countryfile 
(climbing Sgurr Dearg, the ‘inac¬ 
cessible pinnacle’ on Skye) and pre¬ 
senting items on Volcano Live 
(BBC). He is also co-host of the

As he prepares to launch himself 
upon the nation with another 
touring show, the Irish comic is 
firmly of a belief that the current 
breed of parents spoil their kids 
rotten whether it’s to do with the 
ever-increasing size of garden 
trampolines, or his own kids’ 
demand for elderflower cordial. 

“My dad wasn’t a bad dad,” he 
says, “he was just a 1970s dad. I 
could never see my children ever 
again from this moment on, and 
I’ve already done more parenting 
then he did in my entire life. But, of 
course, I made a conscious decision 
that I was going to be an awesome 
dad. My wife will come back with 
tales from her friends of how awful 
their husbands are and she’ll see 
me smiling and say ‘alright, stop 


congratulating yourself just 
because such and such can’t be left 
alone with their children for two 
minutes’.” 

In his new touring show, the 
perfectly-titled Spoiler Alert, Ed 
compares and contrasts the 
old-school child-rearing days with 
21st century methods and suggests 
that there are different ways to 
learn how to be a mum or dad. 

“I grew up in what I would call 
an aspirational household in that 
my parents bettered themselves 
over the course of my childhood,” 
he says. “My mother was a 
radiographer and ended up a 
lecturer in radiography, while my 
dad was a sheet metal worker and 
went up to a supervisory role. I’d 
still say that you are expected to do 
a lot more parenting than our 
parents did and that’s a weird 
thing because you tend to think 


that your parents are where you 
learned parenting from. But you 
don’t, really, it’s more that you look 
around you to see what’s going on 
with other parents.” 

As well as stories about his two 
young sons, Ed weaves in routines 
about running out of petrol in the 
most awkward place imaginable, 
helping rescue an injured man in 
the Cairngorms, and the nation- 
dividing campaign and result of 
the EU referendum. 

He’s at the Hazlitt in Maidstone 
on October 17, the Gulbenkian in 
Canterbury on November 28-29, 
the the Assembly Hall Theatre in 
Tunbridge Wells on February 8, 
Dartford’s Orchard on February 17, 
Folkestone Leas Cliff Hall on April 
12 , Chatham’s Central Theatre on 
April 18 and Canterbury’s Marlowe 
on April 22.

I T’S 36 years since the original

“Exceeding the speed limit is 
irresponsible, and speeding at 
lOOmph or more is extremely 
dangerous.” 

Is he saying that his officers are 
driving dangerously when on duty 
and reach similar speeds? 

Perhaps his instutitionlised view, 
is that all drivers are dangerous 
regardless of their experience or 
proven driving skills?

The year I forgot 
to do Christmas 

Natalie Sadler enjoyed a white Christmas in an 
Italian sld resort instead of turkey at home... 


C hristmas is over-rated. 
There I have said it. 

I am not really a fan of 
turkey, I despise the excess 
consumerism and I hate the 
over-indulgence. So last year, while 
everyone else was wrapping last- 
minute presents, searching for parking 
spaces at Tesco or fighting over the last 
light-up Christmas tree jumper in 
Primark, we were headed for the Italian 
ski resort of Sestriere. 

We were greeted by unprecedented 
snow fall which guaranteed us a white 
Christmas and, being the first week of 
the season, they were fairly quiet, even 
on Christmas Day. 

So alluring were the slopes that on 
Christmas morning my step-daughter 
shunned her scaled-back pile of gifts 
and asked if it was time to go skiing. 

The resort is part of the Milky Way 
ski area. From Sestriere you can ski to 
neighbouring Claviere; the lively Sauze 
D’oulx and even nip over the border to 
Montgenvre.

But there was a snag, this time 
around I was leaving the skiing to the 
other members of my family while I 
was grounded in the resort thanks to 
my burgeoning baby bump. 

It was heart-wrenching seeing such 
perfect conditions and not being able to 
board but I looked at it as an opportu¬ 
nity to uncover the hidden delights of 
this quiet Alpine village. 

Sestriere offers many restaurants, 
cafes and shops plus a municipal swim¬ 
ming pool, several spas and even an ice 
rink (though out-of-bounds for me too). 

The pool is a 10 to 15 minute walk 
from the Hotel Du Col where we stayed, 
and was basic but clean. Entry was just 
a few Euros. 

From the hotel, you can meander to 
the lower area where the ski schools 
meet and where the former Olympic 
village apartments are. If you are first¬ 
time skiers, the trip down can be a chal¬ 
lenge. A hotel in the lower part of the 
resort would work better for younger 
families.

But more competent skiers can glide 
out of the hotel and zoom down to the 
first lift to take them straight up into 
the mountains. 

I made it my mission to walk down 
and back at least once a day, enjoying 
unspoilt mountain views and stopping 
occasionally to sample the delicacy that 
is Italian hot chocolate. 

The rooms at the Hotel Du Col had 
been refurbished and were pristine, 
airy and spacious. Breakfast and 
dinner were buffet-style and food was 
plentiful, if a little mass-produced. 

The attentive waiters make a fuss of 
all the children and spotting our 


nightly battle to encourage ours to eat, 
they offered to cook anything she 
wanted and even made her fresh pasta. 
That kind of service you cannot fault. 

Wine and soft drinks are served with 
the meal but choice is limited so if you 
are sticking with the lime and soda, 
take one with you from the bar. 

Dessert time was a fanfare, with a 
procession of kitchen staff carrying it 
in while guests literally rushed to join 
the queue. 

For reference, afternoon tea is also 
included in the package but it failed to 
impress and we preferred to save space 
for dessert. 


Just outside the back door is a great 
sledging and play area. 

On Christmas afternoon a mass 
snow ball fight was organised (I think 
my husband may have been responsi¬ 
ble) and the scene was like something 
from a cheesy American movie with 
new friends teaming up to build arse¬ 
nals of ammunition before launching 
their assaults on the enemy. 

It was the antithesis of everything I 
hate about a traditional British 
Christmas and proved that kids don’t 
need half a toy shop to keep them busy 
- a fresh dusting of snow and a bum 
board will do.

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Crossland X-pands Vauxhall SUV range 

Vauxhairs ever-growing SUV family has welcomed another new arrival, with the 
compact Crossland X crossover replacing the Meriva multi-purpose vehicle 



M otoring is taking a 

new direction with 
crossovers and sport 
utility vehicles all the 
rage at the expense of 
multi-purpose vehicles and people- 
carriers. 

Vauxhairs Crossland X, an all-new 
compact crossover, replaces the 
Meriva MPV, as it becomes the latest 
marque to go for a three-model SUV 
family with the mid-range Mokka X 
also soon to be joined by a large 
Grandland X. 

The Crossland X shares its 
running gear and engines with 
Citroen’s new C3 Aircross, another 
compact crossover replacing the C3 
Picasso MPV. 

The Crossland X doesn’t seem 
much smaller than Mokka X but is 
aimed at different customers. 
Front-wheel drive and 16cm shorter 
than Astra hatchback, it’s more 
suited to urban driving. 

Mokka X, also offered with 
all-wheel drive, is higher with larger 
wheels so better suited for getting off 
the beaten track. 

The Citroen/Peugeot engines are 
81PS and turbo 110 and 130PS 
1.2-litre, three-cylinder petrol and 
99 and 12OPS 1.6-litre, four-cylinder 


turbo diesel. 

The HOPS petrol engine will be 
popular and the only one offered 
with an automatic transmission 
option. 

It needs to be worked to feel lively 
but still returned 45mpg. 


The low-speed ride is seriously 
oversensitive to poor surfaces but 
improves with speed but never feels 
totally settled. 

Handling is generally well 
mannered but the Crossland X is 
happiest scooting around in traffic 



rather than buzzing along B-roads. 

If you’re after a roomy, compact 
car, the Crossland X ticks all the 
boxes. 

There’s enough rear legroom for 
two large adults, although three in 
the back is a squeeze.
